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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks. 

Claims 1-3 and 5 remain pending. Claim 4 has been cancelled. The disclosure is objected 
to as noted in the Official Action. In Response, the specification has been amended and the 
rejection should be withdrawn. 

The drawings objected because Figures 2-4 have a typo. In response, a proposed drawing 
correction is being submitted concurrently herewith. Accordingly this objection should be 
withdrawn. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. Claim 1 
has been amended to provide antecedent basis for claim 5. Accordingly, this rejection should be 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Orchier et al. 
(U.S. 6,070,244). In response, claim 1 has been amended and is believed to be patentable over 
Orchier et al for this reasons discussed below. 

The inventive method has an unexecuted system status collecting module (amended 
claim 1) that collects data about the status of unexecuted system, i.e., data collected by the 
unexecuted system status collecting module is not seen in the applied reference since the applied 
reference collects data for exception processing (col. 12, lines 35-59), not for unexecuted system 
status. 

Claims 2-5 are patentable based on amended claim 1 as well as on their own merits. 
Accordingly, the anticipation rejection should be withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, reconsideration and allowance of the application are 
now believed to be in order, and such action is hereby solicited.
